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GOVERNOR  STAN  STEPHENS 

STAN  STEPHENS  has  been  a  Montana  resident  since  1949.  He  came  to 
Montana  at  the  age  of  19  from  Calgary,  Alberta  where  he  was  bom  Sept.  16,  1929,  and 
embarked  upon  a  thirty-eight  year  broadcast  career  which  involved  work  in  three 
countries. 

During  his  broadcast  years,  Stephens  was  the  president  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  three  Montana  cable  television  systems  and  two  Montana  radio  stations.  He 
received  numerous  state  and  national  awards  for  his  broadcast  journalism  and 
editorial  commentary,  and  was  a  guest  commentator  with  the  international  Voice  of 
America  radio  network. 

The  Havre  Republican  began  his  political  career  in  1968  when  he  was  elected 
to  the  Montana  Senate.  During  his  sixteen-year  legislative  career,  Stephens  held  the 
distinction  of  being  elected  to  every  leadership  position  in  the  Montana  Senate. 

Stephens  retired  from  the  State  Senate  in  1986  and  began  a  two-year 
campaign  for  governor.  He  was  elected  in  1988  and  serves  as  Montana’s  19th  Governor 
and  the  first  Republican  to  hold  that  position  for  two  decades. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  Montana’s  chief  executive,  Stephens  has  been  active 
in  national  and  regional  affairs  through  his  involvement  with  the  National  Governors’ 
Association  and  the  Western  Governors’ Association.  In  1990,  President  Bush  selected 
Stephens  to  serve  as  one  of  four  governors  on  the  prestigious  Advisory  Council  on 
Intergovernmental  Relations. 

Stephens  is  married.  He  and  his  wife,  Ann,  have  two  daughters. 
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LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  ALLEN  KOLSTAD 


ALLEN  KOLSTAD  was  bom  in  Chester,  Montana  on  Dec.  24,  1931.  He 
attended  Concordia  College  from  1949-1951  before  returning  to  the  farm  south  of 
Chester  which  he  has  operated  for  37  years.  He  was  president  of  the  Chester 
Implement  Co.  and  president  of  the  Kolstad  Grain  Company. 

In  1968,  he  was  elected  to  the  Montana  Legislature  as  Liberty  County’s  first 
Republican  legislator  in  48  years.  He  served  in  the  House  from  1969  to  1975  and  the 
Senate  from  1975  to  1988.  While  in  the  Senate,  Kolstad  was  President  Pro-Tempore 
for  three  sessions.  He  also  chaired  Montana’s  Legislative  Council,  the  American 
Legislative  Exchange  Council,  serving  on  its  Export  and  Trade  Council,  and  chaired 
the  Interim  Legislative  Committee  of  Problems  in  Agriculture.  During  the  past 
nineteen  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  most  of  the  legislative  committees. 

He  is  a  past  director  of  the  Montana  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  has  served 
as  the  Chamber’s  agriculture  chairman.  Kolstad  served  as  State  Director  of  Montana 
Jaycees  and  was  president  of  the  Montana  Water  Development  Association.  Under 
President  Ford,  Kolstad  was  appointed  to  the  District  Export  Council  for  Western 
States.  He  was  Montana’s  Co-Chairman  for  Reagan  for  President  in  1976  and 
Montana’s  Co-Chairman  for  Farmers  and  Ranchers  for  Reagan  in  1980. 

Lt.  Governor  Kolstad  was  elected  to  his  present  office  in  1988  and  was  the 
Republican  nominee  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1990. 

Kolstad  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  (past  Master),  Algeria  Shrine  and 
Jesters.  He  is  a  former  Alumni  Board  member  of  Concordia  College,  Moorehead, 
Minnesota. 

For  many  years  he  was  president  of  the  Lutheran  Home  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  in  Havre.  He  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Olaf  Lutheran  Church,  Ledger,  and  has 
served  as  the  president.

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The  Way  It  Happened ...

"Lawmakers  of  Montana" 

Recovering  from  minor  surgery  in  December  1986, 1  had  little  to  do  except  lie 
in  bed,  read,  watch  television  and  think.  With  a  session  of  the  Legislature  quickly 
approaching,  my  thoughts  repeatedly  turned  to  the  Center  of  Learning  located  at  6th 
and  Montana  avenues  in  Helena. 

"I  wonder  if  we  could  raise  the  money  to  resurrect  the  Copper  Book?"  I  asked 
my  wife  as  my  thoughts  turned  to  the  students,  professors  and  alumni  who  pass  under 
the  Copper  Dome  every  two  years.  I  referred  to  the  book,  "Lawmakers  of  Montana," 
published  for  many  years  by  the  Anaconda  Co.  until  it  was  discontinued  in  1985  after 
The  Company  left  the  state.  Several  phone  calls  later,  the  Copper  Book  was  reborn. 

Working  on  our  third  consecutive  edition  during  the  Thanksgiving  weekend, 
Pam  and  I  were  stunned  as  we  glanced  through  the  black  marks  smudged  over  the 
faces  and  biographies  of  those  who  had  passed  through  the  Halls  of  Learning  two  years 
ago.  They  were  replaced  with  45  new  photographs  and  biographies,  the  freshman  class 
of  1991. 

As  we  paged  through  the  black  smudges  and  editing  marks  of  the  old  book, 
we  made  several  enlightening  discoveries.  The  new  Dean  of  Students  for  the  Repub¬ 
lican  class  in  the  House  of  Representatives  will  be  Orval  Ellison,  who  began  his 
legislative  career  in  1975.  Francis  Bardonouve,  a  legislator  since  1959,  will  continue 
his  tenure  as  Dean  of  Students  to  the  House  Democrats.  In  the  Senate,  the  Democrats' 
Dean  of  Students  will  be  Chet  Blaylock  who  has  served  since  1975;  the  Dean  of 
Republicans  will  be  Bob  Brown,  who  first  served  in  the  House  in  1971  and  began  his 
Senate  tenure  the  same  year  as  Blaylock. 

Those  statistics  were  particularly  unsettling  to  me  as  I  realized  that  only  one 
legislator  -  Bardonouve  -  who  will  serve  in  1991  was  there  in  1969  when  I  first  arrived 
at  the  University  at  6th  and  Montana.  He  was  a  respected  member  of  the  faculty  by 
then,  teaching  young  reporters  and  legislators  alike. 

It  was  the  year  after  Richard  Nixon  defeated  Hubert  Humphrey  for  President 
in  which  the  War  in  Vietnam  was  the  major  issue;  the  year  after  Forrest  Anderson  was 
elected  governor  on  an  anti- sales  tax  platform.  It  was  the  year  Pam  and  I  supplemented 
our  journalism  training  at  the  University  of  Montana  by  traveling  to  Helena  for  post¬ 
graduate  work  by  covering  part  of  the  session  for  the  Montana  Kaimin,  the  UM  student 
newspaper. 

It  was,  by  all  accounts,  a  long  time  ago,  and  faces  and  names  from  the  past 
paraded  through  my  mind  that  night  as  I  lay  awake. 

In  1971,  I  covered  parts  of  the  Legislature  for  The  Missoulian.  Two  years 
later,  during  Montana's  grand  experience  with  annual  sessions  in  1973-74,  I  covered 
the  sessions  full-time  as  a  reporter  for,  then  chief  of,  the  Lee  Newspapers  State 
Bureau.  I  have  been  there  ever  since  as  a  reporter  and  lobbyist. 

The  faces  passed  throughout  the  night:  students  who  had  flunked  out, 
students  who  changed  majors,  students  who  went  on  to  other  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

There  were  bright,  young  students  -  Stan  Stephens  and  Allen  Kolstad,  now 
governor  and  lieutenant  governor  of  Montana;  Max  Baucus,  senior  United  States 
Senator  from  Montana,  and  Jean  Tumage,  chief  justice  of  the  Montana  Supreme 
Court.  Students  who  changed  majors  -  Hal  Harper  and  George  Turman  who  entered 
the  University  as  Republicans  and  later  became  Democrats.  Harper  today  is  speaker 
of  the  House;  Turman  went  on  to  become  a  member  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
and  lieutenant  governor.  It  also  is  an  institution  of  distinguished  retired  faculty,  Jack 
Galt  of  the  Republicans  and  Paul  Boy lan  of  the  Democrats,  the  latest  to  take  emeritus 
status.  I  won't  mention  the  ones  who  flunked  out. 

But  with  all  those  faces  and  names  passing  by  throughout  the  night,  one  fact 
stuck  in  my  mind:  There  is  nothing  more  certain  than  change.  During  the  last  22  years 
that  will  touch  three  decades,  the  makeup  of  the  Legislature  has  been  transformed 
several  times  and  the  pendulum  has  swung  from  one  spectrum  to  another.  Those  who 
continue  to  serve  are  there  because  they  have  been  elected  and  re-elected  again  by 
those  they  represent.  And  because  of  those  who  served  yesterday,  those  who  serve 
today  and  those  who  will  serve  tomorrow,  Montana  is  a  better  place  for  them.
